In the palmy daye of childhood, we wers
taught in nursery {lngla and wa h:rlintlly be-
lieved, that little girls were made

“Bagar and kplea

Andall that's nloa,"
Bul, growing older, we learned to our disap-
poiutment that tl‘m; ware produced from
Adam's 1ib; aud when we asked why woman
was made of that partionlar boue, we were told
beonuse it was the most crooked in Adam’s

"glhurvn the result,’’ preached Jaan Ranlin,
in the beginning of the sixteenth century:
“‘man, compored of clay, i3 sileat and ponde-
rous, but womsn gives evidense of her ossaons
origin by the rattle she kespa up. Move a
pack of earth sud it makes no nolse; toaoch a
bag of boues and you are deafensd with the
clitter-clatter."”

Thig observation did not fall to the ground;
it was vepeated by Gralinn de Drossc in his
“iControversles des Bexes Masculin ot Femi-
nin," 1688, The learned in medinval times
did not gpape womsn, Jenn Nevizan, profes-
gor of law st Turin, who died in 1640, is hardar
wtill on tham in his “Sylva Nuptialis.”" Therein
he andaclonaly asserts that woman was formed
by the Author of Good till the head had to ba
made, and that was a produvction of the great
enemy of mankind, *‘Permigit Deus illad
facers demonio.”

But the Rabbis are equally anaparing. Thay
asgert that when Eve had to be drawn from
the side of Adam she was not extraoted by the
hend, lost gbe should be vain; nor by the eyea,
lest they shionld be wanton; nor by the mouth,
lest shie should Le given to tittle-tattly; nor by
the efirs, lest she slould be inguisitive; by the
hands, lest she should e meddlesome; nor by
the henrt, lest phe should be jealous; bat she
was draown forth by the side; yet, notwith-
standipg these precantions, she has every
fanlt epecially guarded againzt, hecause, baing
extracted sideways, she Wag perversa.

Another Rabbinical gloss on the text of Moeass
asserts that Adam was created double; that he
and ¥ve were made back to back, umited st
the shoulders, and that they were savered with
a hatehet, Eognbinus says that their bodies
were united at the side.

Antoinetts Bowignon, that extraordinary
mystio of the seventeenth century, had soms
strange visions of the primeval man aund the
birth of Eve. The body of Adam, she says,
was more pure, translncent, and transparent
than crystal, light and buoyant as air. Iun it
wore vessels and streams of lght, which en-
tered and exuded through the pores. The
vessels were charged with liqnors of varions
volors of intense brillisncy amd transparency;
some of these fluide were water, milk, wioe,
fire, ete. Every motion of Adam's bedy pro-
duced ineflable harmonies., Every oreaturs
obeyed him; mnothing could resist or injure
him. He was taller than men of his time;
his hair was ghort, curled, and approaching to
black. He had a little down on his lower lip.
In his stomach was a clear flnid, like water in
a crystal bowl, in which tiny eggs developsd
themselves, like bubbles in w{ne, as he glowed
with the ardor of Divine charity; and when he
strougly desired that others shonld auite with
him in the work of praise, he deposited soms
of these eggs, which hatched, and from ous of
them emerged his congort, Eva,

The inhabitants of Madagascar have a
strange myth tonching the origin of woman.
They gay that the first man was created of the
dust of the earth, and was placed in a garden,
where he was suhlleul to none of the ills which
now afflict mortality; he was also free from all
bodily appetites, and thongh surronnded by
delicious fruit and limpid streams, yot folt no
desire to taste of the frait or quafl the water,
The Creator had, moreover, striotly forbidden
him elther to eat or Lo drink. The great ensmy,
however, came to him, and painted to him in

lowing eolors the sweetneds of the apple, the
usclousness of the date, and the socoulence
of the orsoge. In vain: the first man re-
membered the command laid npon him by his
Maker. Then the fiend assumed the appear-
ance of an effulgent spiril, and pretended to
be a messenger from Heaven commanding him
to eat and drink. The man at once obsyed.
Shortly alter, a pimpls appearsd on his leg;
the spot enlarged inte a tumor, which in-
oroased in size aud caused him oconsiderable
annoyance. Al the end of gix mounths it
burst, and there emerged from the limb a
beautiful girl.

The father of all living turned her this way
and that way, sorely perplexed, and uncertain
whether to piteh her into the water or give her
to the pigs, when a messenger from Haaven
appeared, and told him to let her run abont
the garden till she was of a marriageabla age,
and then take her to himsslf as a wife, e
obeyed. He called her Bahouna, and she
becnme the mother of all races of men,

There seems to be some nncertainty as to
the size of our great mother. The Framch
orientalist Henrion, member of the Academy,
however, fixed it with a precision satisfactory,
at least, to himself, He gives the following
table of the relative heights of several eminent
historical personages.

deposit their offerings, which eerve for the
maintepance of a gonstant burning of per-
fumes over the midst of hor body. The dis-
fance between her head and fest is 400 foet.

Pygmalion, €ays the classic story, which is
really a Phoonloian myth of creation, mada &
woman of marble or ivory, and Aphrodits, in
answar to his prayers, endowad the statue with
life, We do not belisve it. No woman was
sver marble. BShe may peem hard and oold,
but ks only requires a sturdy male voloe to
Lid her

‘“Descend, be slone no mora !
to show that the marhla appearance was pul
on, and that she is, and ever was, genuine
paljitating flesh and bloed.

“Often does Pygmalion apply his hands to
the work., Onpne while he addresses it in soft
terms, at.another he briugs it presents that
Are nrrwnl-lu to maldens, as shells and smooth
pebbles, and Httle birds, and flowers of a thon
eand hues, and lilies, and painted balls, and
tears of Lhe Hellades, that have distilled from
the trees. He decks her limbs, too, with
clothing, and puots a long necklace on her neck.
Smooth pendants haog from her eard, nod
bows from her breast. All things are be-
coming to her.""—0Ovid, Metam, x, vii.

There I8 something tender and kindly in
this moyth; it represents woman as man would
have her, pure as the ivory, modestly arrayed,
simple, and delighted with small trifles, bieds,
and pebbles, aud flowers—a thing of beauty,
and a joy forever. But Hesiod gives a wid=ly
different account of the creation of womasn.
According to him, she was gent in mockery by
Zeus to b o goonrge Lo man:—

“The 8lre who ruies the earth and sways the

Ho vadeo thio erippled goda his hest obay,

And mould wiih tompering water piastio olay;

With human nerve and buman volos Invast

A virgin's llkenpss with Lhe looks of love,

Ha bade Minorva teach thioskill thut sneds

A thousand eolors in the gliding thremnds;

He oali’d the moglo of love's golden quesn

To breathe around & wllenery of mleo,

And engor passlon’s never-gated flame

And curas of dress Lhat pray upon Lthe f'tmue;

Bade Hermes lust enduas, with eraft refined

Of veacherous manuers, swnd a shameless

mind, —~Hesion ErGA, 61-79,
If such was the Greek theory of the ereation
of woman, it speaks ill for the Greek men, for
woman s ever what man makes her. If he
chooses her to be giddy, and light, and ozafty,
giddy, light, and crafty will she become; bat
if Lie demands of her to he what God made her,
modest, and thrifty, and tender, guoch she will
evur prove, This our grand old northern fore-
futhers knew, aud they made her oreation a
sacred matter, and faghioned her from a nobler
gtock than man. He was of the ash, she of
the elm; they called the first woman Embla,
or Ewla, which means a laborious female—
from the root amr, aml, ambl, gignifying
“work.” “One day, as the sons of Bor were
walking along tue sea-beach, they found two
stems of wood, out of which they shaped a
man and & woman. The first, Odin, infuzsed
into them life and spirit; the second, Vili, en-
dowed them with reazon and the power of
motion; the third, Ve, gave them speech and
features, hearing and vision.” (“Younger
Edde,” 9; cf., also ““Volugpa,” 17, 18.) This
reminds ove of the ancicnt Iranian myth of
Ahoura Mazda oreating the first pair, Meschia
and Meschiane, from the Beivas tree. Baot
the Beandinavians also spoke of three prime-
val wothers: — Hdda (great-grandmother),
Auvma (grandmother), and mother, from
whom eprung the thres classes of thrall,
churl, and earl. It is noticeable that these
primevdl women are represented as good
housewives in the venerable Rigsmal, which
desoribes the wanderings of the god Heimdal,
under the name of Rig. The Deity comes to
the hut of Ldda, and at once

“From the ashes ahe took a loaf,

Heavy nnd ihlck, with bran mixed;
Moro beside she Inid upon the board;
Thero Is sed u bowl of Lroth on the table;
There s u eall boiled, nnd cates the bhest,'”

Then he goes to the house of Amma, the

wife of Afi.

“Afi's wife sat lS-I_*.rllig her rock

With outspread arm, busked to weave,

A hood on her head, A sirle over her Dranst,

A kerehlef round her ueck, and studs on her
shoulders,'”

He next enters the hall of Mother.

"The bousewlle looked on her arms,
Bmoolhed ber vall, and fustened her sleaves
Her headgenr adjusted. A, clasp was on her
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Her robe was ample, her sark biae;

Brighter her brow, falrer ber broast,

Whiter ber neck than purest snowdrill.

Bhe took, did Mother, & dgured cloth

Or white linen, and ihe table decked.

She then took cakes of o w-white wheat,

On the table tiem she lakd,

Hhe sel forth salvers, gllver adorned,

Full of game, and pork, and roasted birds,

In a oun was wine. the cups were costly.”

Not & word of disparagement of woman fs
found in those old coamic Iuys. The stardy
Northeruer knew her value, and he respected
her, whilst the frivolous Greek despised her
ab a Loy.

The Provengal tronbadours caught the
claselo misappreciation of woman. Masailia
was & Creek colony, and Greek manners,
tastes, and habits of thiought prevailed for
long In the southeast of France. glmy idolized
her as an idol-puppet, but they knew not how
to commend, and E; commending develop in
Ler those qualities which lle ready to germi-
nate when called for by man—devotion, gelf-
sacrifice, patience, gentleness, aud all those
homely yet inestimable treasures—the domes-
ti¢ virtues. Pierre de Saint Clond, in the
opening of his posing on Renard, has his fling
at poor Eve. He says that Adam was possessed
of magie rod, with whioh he oonld oreate ani-
mals at pleasnre by striking the earth with it.
Ouve day be smote the ground, apd there
sprang forth a lamb. Eve canght the rod from
his hand aud did as he had done; forthwith
there bounded forth the wolf, which rent the
oreation of Adam, He strock, and the domes-
tic fowls came forth. KEve did likewise, and
gave being to the fox. Ile made the cattle,
ghe the tiger; ha the dog, she the jackall.

Turning to Amerion we encounter a host of
myths relative to the first mother. The sa-
ered book of the Quiches tells of the gods
Guonmatz, Tepn, and Cuz-cabh, making man
of earth, but when the rain came on he dis-
golved into mud. Then they made min and
woman of woud, but the beings 8o made were
too thick-headed 1o praise and sacrifloe
wherefore they deatroyed them with & flood;
those which escaped up tall trees remain to
this day, and are commonly called monkeys.
The thres gods haviog thus failed, consnlted
the Great White Ioar and the Gireat White
Porenplue, and with their assistance made
man and womon of white and red malze. And
men show by their haad-strong character that
the mighty boar had a finger in their crestion,

The Nanticokes relate that their great an-
cestor wag without & wife, and he wandered
over the face of the earth in search of one; at
lagt the Kiog of the Muskrats offered him his
drughter, asauring him that she would make
the best wife in the world, as ahe conld keep n
hounse tidy, and was very shrewd, and neat in
her pergon. The Nanticoke hesitated to acoept
the obliging offer, alleging that the wife was
80 very small and had four legs, The Micabon
of the Muskrats now appeared, and undertook
to remedy this defect. ““Man of the Nanti-
cokes,” said the spirit, “rige, take thy bride
and lead her to the edge of the lake; bid her
dip her feet in water, whilst thou, standing
over her, shalt pronounce these words:—

“For the Jast time as muskrat,
For the flist e as woman,
o In beast, coma ont human,’

The spirit's directions were obeyed to the
letter. The Nanticoke took his glossy Httle
maiden muskrat by the paw, led her to the
border of the lake, and, while ehe dipped her
feet in the water, he used the appointed for-
mulary; therenpon a change took place in the
little animal. Her body was observed to
assnme the posture of a human being, gradao-
ally erecting itself, as a sapling which, having
been bent to earth, resumes it upright posi-
tion. When the little creature became arect,
the ¢kin began to fall from the head and nack,
and gradually unveiling the body, exhibited
theemgiden, beautilful as a flowery meadow, or
the blue snwmer-sky, or the north lit up with
the flush of the dauciog lights, or tha rainbow
which follows the fertilizing shower, Hor hiand
was scarce larger than a hazel-leaf, and her
foot not longer than that of the ringdove, Har
arm was 5o slight that it seemed as though
the breeze must break it. The Nantiooke
gnzed with delight on his beanteons bride,
and his gratification was enbanced when he
eaw her statnre inorease to the proportions of
a huwan being.
